Nearly forty-five years ago the writer 
of this article was one of the contractors 
of the Allen county jail and sheriff's 
house in Fort Wayne. I had all the 
stone work, brick work, and plastering 
to do, and furnish all the material, cut 
all the stone, etc. Mr. Charles French 
took as his part the carpenter work and 
iron work of the contract. The contract 
called for good solid foundation walls; 
under outside walls, and cell walls three 
feet high above the level of the ground. 
Between these walls it was filled up with 
big boulders, specifications stating that 
they must all be as large as two men 
could lift, and then filled in with small 
stone, brickbats, etc. That building 
stood until it was torn down a few years 
ago, to give place for a larger and finer 
one; but as long as that jail stood, no 
prisoner ever dug out through that bot- 
tom.
